THE NEW MINISTER TO COREA. 

Official advices from Mr. Foote, newly ap- 
pointed United States minister to Corea, states 
that he has taken up his residence in the cap- 
tiol of that little known country, but that life 
there is attended with many discomforts and 
privations. The only house he has been able 
to obtain isa rude one of wood and paper, 
with paper windows, and is situated in an un- 
desirable location in the midst of hovels and 
‘filth. The climate isone marked by great ex- 
tremes of heat and cold. The only fuel obtain- 
able consists of boughs of pine trees,and every- 
thing in the shape of food, exceptsimple nec- 
essaries of life, has to be brought them from 
abroad. 

. A SUIT FOR RECTIFICATION. 

To-day. Judge Hagner issued a rule return- 
able in October, in the case of the United 
States ex rel Jamés N. Lipscomb, secretary of 
the state of South Carolina, against John J. 
Knox, commissioner of the freedman’s saving 
and trust company, filed to-day by Messrs. 
Crittenden and Mackey. ‘The petition states 
thaton March 17, 1874, Samuel E. Gaillard, 
as trustee for the State orphan asylum of 
South Carolina, located in Charleston, depos- 
ited in the Charléston branch of the company 
$4,526in trust for the asylum, and received 
deposit account pass book 7913; that on June 
29, 1874, the Freedman’s saving and trust 
company failed, and suspended payment, 
when the amount above was duesaid Gail- 
lard as trustee. He further states that in the 
course of liquidation, twenty per cent, 
$905 20, was paid Gaillard, and subsequently 
two other dividends of 10 percent were de- 
clared, but prior thereto Gaillard died and the 
asylum was abolished, and by a joint resolu- 
tion of the gereral assembly, the secretary of 
state was authorized toreceive all personal 

roperty and moneys of the asylum in the 

ands of the trustees, and in pursuance there- 
of he has received the same, but has been 
unable to find the pass book.

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THE STRIKING TICKERS. 


The Disturbance Cousidered at an End in Ba'timore— 
Operators Mobbed, 

New York, August 16.—The Western 
Union telegraph company officials said this 
morning that thirty-five circuits in this city 
were interfered with last night by throwing 
fine wires over the regular wires. At ll 
o'clock it was saic that all 
circuits were in working order, though they 
worked heavily on account of the damp 
weather. Superintendent Humstone said he 
had taken several of the striking operators 
this forenoon. They were taken back at the 
same salaries they formerly received. It is 
rumored that a number of the striking oper- 
ators will meet to-day for the purpose of tak- 
ing concerted action In withdrawing from the 
brotherhood in order that they may honora- 
bly apply for positions at the oflice of the 
company. The remor has not yet been 
contirmed. There are at present 53 of the 
Western Union branch offices in this city 
closed, and about 40 more operators are re- 
quired at the Western Union building. The 
company’s officials say that about 125 opera- 
tors are required in this city to put the ser- 
vice in first class cundition. They also say 
that there are not so many telegraphers stiil 
unemployed as the brotherhood report, and 
express their conviction that the strikers will 
surrender before long. 

| MOBBING OPERA’ ORS. 
CINCINNATI, August 16.—The first serious 
eases of violence attending the telegraphers 
strike occurred here last night. Hitherto the 
strikers have won praise from all by their 
gentiemaniy conduct. About midnight last 
night an operator, who had not struck, went 
into a saloon wliere there were a number of 
strikers. They called him ascab. He replied 
offensively, and was badly beaten and proba- 
bly disabled for weeks. Henry Schwab, an 
operator who struck and afterwards returned 
to work, was attacked on the street while on 
his way home at two o’clock this morning by 
a party supposed to be the same that had the 
fight in the saloon, and had his shoulder dis- 
located. The Western Union office received 
to-day one accession from New York. The 
secretary of the Cincinnati assembly brother- 
hood has gone to work at the Baltimore and 
Ohio road. 
GOING BACK TO WORK. 

New York, August 16.—Shortly after noon 
to-day three more operators of the  brother- 
hood app-ied for work at the Western Union 
office, and were taken back at the old rates. 
This makes ten in all, the officials say, that 
have gone back to-day. They also stated that 
less then one hundred vacancies existed now 
in New York, including the branch offices. 
It was alsosaid that the reports from other 
cities showed that the strikers were returning 
to work all over the country. The brotherhoou 
denied the report that a number of operators 
would withdraw from the organization to re- 
sume work at the Western Union oflice. 
They say they are as determined as ever to 
hold outas long as their finances last. They 
ajso deny that ten men returned ‘ 
day, and say only one went back. 

ENDED IN BALTIMORE.

A Presentation to Mr. Jarrett—Adjournment of the

PHILADELPHIA, August 16.—The business of 
the convention of the amalgamated associa- 
tion of iron and steel workers having been 
concluded yesterday, the final session this 
morning was taken up with the election of 
ofticers for the ensuing vear, with the follow- 
ing result: President, Wm. Weihe, Pittsburg; 
secretary, Wm. Martin, Pittsburg; treasurer, 
James Penny, Pittsburg, with one vice-presi- 
dent for each district. After the election, 
Jno. J. Davis, of Sharon, Pa., on behalf of the 
committee appointed to convey the testimo- 
nial of regard to President Jarrett, made a 
presentation of a solid silver tea service to Mr, 
and Mrs. Jarrett,and agold headed mahogan 
cane to Mr. Jarrett. In the presentation 
speech Mr. Jarrett was assured that he would 
have been re-elected unanimously if he had 
been a eandidate, Mr. Jarrett acknowledged 
the gift in a feeling speech. The next annual 
convention will be held in FPittsburg. Ad- 
journed sine die. Among the last acts of the 
convention was to repudiate all claims for 
strike benefits. 
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THE ILLS OF LABOR. 


Before the Senate Committee In 
New York. 

New York, August 16.—The United States 
senate’s sub-committee on laborand educa- 
tion continued its session; to-day. Mrs. 
L. Twichell, of. Brooklyn, testified that she 
wat formerly president of the working-wo- 
men’s association in San Francisco, and also 
of the female shoemaker’s association, She 
had been a member of various other trade 
organizations. She said that there were many 
women who had been brought up in comfort, 
who were now unable to make enough to 
support, themselves. 

There were at least five thousand!women in 
New York and Brooklyn, who would be giad 
to obtain work at any price. This had beet 
the case ever since immigration had grown to 
its present proportions, and it would continue 
as long as immigration was unrestricted. 
Trades unions were also the means of pre- 
venting many women from obtaining work, 
as it was the policy of the union to restrict 
the number of its members. Labor in this 
city was controlled by the trades unions 
and it was the object of the leaders or the 
unions to create a corner in labor, until they 
could get a place for themselves and then de- 
sert their followers. The government, she 
thought, should assist unemployed classes to 
go where they could get employment. This 
surplus only existed in the large crowded cen- 
ters of population in the eust, and the witness 
thought that if they were assisted to go to the 
west the pressure would be relieved. The 
witness advocated the _ establishment of 
schools of domestic economy for the benefit 
of poor people, and the taking of steps to 
elevate the condition of the class of indolent, 
lazy paupers that infested the large cities. 

Samuel Gompers, chairman of the federa- 
tion of organized trades gud labor unions of 
the United States, testified in regard to the 
condition of the working people and the cause 
Ofstrikes. Hespoke against the manufacture 
of cigars in tenement houses, and enumerated 
as illustrations of enslaved labor the freight 
handlers and car dfivers of thiscity. Their 
hours of labor were longand their pay very low. 
Tailoresses and tobacco strippers were a no- 
toriously iil paid class of laborers. The wit- 
ness furnished the committee with facts re- 
lating tothe hours of labor of cash girls, dis- 
trict messenger newsboys and _ boot- 
blacks and deckhands on steamboats.

Kelleved trom Pain .by a Suceeasful Operailon—His 
Vondition. 


WasHIneton, August 16.—Dr. A. Y. P. 
Garnett received atelegram yesterday from 
the family of Judge Black, at York, Pennsyl- 
vania, urging him to come immediately to 
the aid of the venerable jurist, as he required 
his knowledge of his condition. Dr. Garrett 
was able to reach the bedside by seven 
o'clock and found the family physicians in 
attendance. Dr. Atlee, of Lancaster, now 
nearly eighty-three years of age, was 
expected every moment. Dr. Gross, 
of Philadelphia, Das also been 
telegraphed to come at once, but word was 
sent ba@k that he was absent from the city. 
It was found that Judge Black was suffering 
intense pain from stricture of the bladder 
caused by an enlarged prostrate gland. Under 
the influence of opiatestemporary relief was 
given to the patient until this morning, when 
Dr. Garnett succeeded in wholly relieving 
the cause of the pain. Dr. Atlee returned to 
Lancaster and Dr. Garnett arrived here. He 
says there is nothing alarming in Judge 
Black’s condition and he believed the opera- 
tion performed will now give him-the rest he 
so much needs. After the judge came to his 
senses and found he was free from pain he 
remarked, ‘*‘I will proceed now to answer the 
criticisms of Mr. Jefferson Davis.”’

Morrow, republican, 85,620; Knott's majority, 
15,571. In 1879, the same counties gave Black- 
burn 42,/75 majority.

Death by hang- 
ing was the verdict of the crowd who acted 
as jurors. A gallows was erected at once, and 
the prisoner mounted the scaffold with firm 
step..

The 
black cap was then adjusted, and in ten min- 
utes he was pronounced to be dead. The 
colored people were as clamorous as the 
whites for avenging the outrageous crime, 
and the people think they have done right.

Hitherto 


trusted implicitly to congress, regarding the | 
government as, in some sense, a guardian and | 


benefactor. Everywhere there isa growing 


conviction that something is radically wrong. 
Nearly all those industries of which the goy 
ernment has taken special charge, are in a 
condition approaching collapse. Pressed with 
the Keenest competition on one side, on the 
other side restricted in the sale of their pro- 
ducts toa wholly inadequate market; and 
loaded down with taxes, levied on nearly ey- 
ery article they use or consume, they are 
forced to reduce both work and wages. They 
are nearing the conclusion that this cannot 
and must not continue. 

More than at any time in my memory, the 
people are emancipated from the control of 
parties. ‘They are becoming every day more 
and more disposed to listen to discussions of 
fundamental principles; and all the more so, 
because they find that the men who have al- 
wa/s ridiculed the application of science to 
legislation, have undoubtedly shown them- 
selves to be blind leaders. At last the people 
are willing to hear the naked truth. 

Under the circumstances, prudence dictates 
as strongly as principle that the whole truth 
be told. That is what I propose to do to-nizht, 
with your kind permission. 

Nearly two years ago | became satisfied that 
we were approaching a crisis in industrial 
progress in this country and in Europe that 
would result in sv exposing and discrediting 
the whole so-called ‘‘pro'ective’ system, es- 
pecially in the United States, as to wipe it 
from our statute books in a very few years. 

During the past eighteen months events 
have progressed almost exactly on the lines | 
anticipated. The elimination of the ‘‘protec- 
tive’ principle from our tariff I expected to 
be practically accomplished by 1887. There 
remain from three to four years in which to 
realize my expectations, 

I will state, as briefly as possible,. the 
grounds on which I based my caleulation; 
the gene al course of events since; their prob- 
able course during the next three to four 
years; and, lastly,d will endeavor to point 
out what I consider the true policy and obvi- 
ous duty of the advocates and propagandists 
of industrial freedom. 
manufactures in this coun- 
try has nearly always exceeded the percent- 
age of increase in the population, since the 
first organization of European colonies on this 
continent. Whether our tariff was low or 
high it has been so; sometimes more and 
sometimes less, but always advancing. 

The percentage of our population residing 
in cities is now double what it was a hundred 
years ago. This tendency of populaticn to- 
ward cities is equally marked in the most ad- 
vanced nations of Europe. It is evident that 
there is a considerable portion of mankind 
who prefer city life tothe couniry, and the 
various industries that bring communities 
close together to the comparatively isolated 
life of the agriculturist. The preference can- 
not be overcome by much inferior product or 
compensation for labor, and an even stil! 
greater disparity of phvsical comforts. Noth- 
ing short of actual starvation seems to be suf- 
ficient to drive the multitude from the cities, 
even where land is to be had for the asking. 
forty years ago it was estimated that more 
than three-fourths of our population were 
employed in agriculture; now it known 
there is less than half, 

Of course, our industrial progress under the 
influence of this irresistible tendency must, 
sooner or later, produce an excess of manu- 
factured products beyond all possible needs 
of the home market, when an outlet must be 
obtained into the world’s markets, unless our 
workers submit to be pauperized. If we re- 
flect fora moment on the industrial history 
of the past ten years, it will be clear to us that 
these conditions were reached ten years ago 
and probably earlier. It is probable that the 
panic of 1873 only brought to the surface a 
disease that had been in the blood for some 
time. All through the five vears’ depression, 
our mechanics and laborers did not average 
more than three-quarter time, at the outside. 
Of course, some managed to do better, but 
this was at the expense of others. Many of 
our working people returned to Europe, where 
they at least obtained steady employment. | 
saw many of them in England and Ireland 
in 1875, waiting impatiently for the return of 
better times in their beloved America. Much 
the larger portlon were driven into the streets 
and highways to beg or steal fora living. At 
last there was a general movement toward 
western lands, where they helped to raise 
those great crops that started the so-called 
‘‘bhoom’’ of 1879. Under speculative purchases 
mining and manufactures became very ac- 
tive, vet within two years there was unmis- 
tuakable evidence that the disease which had 
been eating at our vitals during the depres- 
sion vas still in our blood and as virulent as 
ever. So much forthe condition of affairs 
in this country which entered into my calcu- 
lations as to the future of the tariff question. 

Tre other facts lL found in the industrial 
condition of England. 

After twenty-five years of free trade, a 
matchless maturity of industrial forces and 
organization, perfected by the exigencies 
of five years’ depression, was coincident 
with one of those periods of natural ex pansion 
which are always periodical and are exclusive- 
ly psychological in their origin. 

On this basis I caleulated that before 1887 
there would be such an expansion of English 
industry as was never before known or so 
much as dreamed of. I was then convinced 
and I stiilam that so great would be the con- 
trast between the gigantic progress under free 
trade, and the backward condition under 
‘‘protection,’’ that it would create a veritable 
panic among protectionists ali oyer the world, 
vut especially in this country. where the sys- 
tem is carried out to an extreme elsewhere 
unknown. Nearly two years have passed since 
I arrived at this conclusion. 

Let us see how far we have advanced toward 
the realization of my expectations. 


‘Tbe increase in 
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In nearly all departments of ovr mining 
and manufacturing indcustry tbere is the 
same complaint, viz: what is called over pro- 
duction; more correctly, an insuflicient mar- 
ket. Our excessive and discriminating taxa- 
tion of commodities used in or by the work- 
ers in every branch of our industry, makes 
the cost of production so high that our pro- 
ducers have no customers for their products 
but those compelled by law to buy from them. 
This market being wholly insufticient, forces 
short time on the employes, and in many cas- 
es bankruptcy on their employers. Agai::, our 
working people who depend on their daily

labor for their support, are eitherdriven into 
the streets or tortured by doubts and anxiety 
as to their future. 

So much for ‘‘protection.”’ 
how it is with free trade. 

Those who are aware that during the five 
years of depression the number of pau pers in 
England decreased, while in this country the 
number increased with a rapidity rarely 
known in history, will have no difficulty in 
understanding how it is that there is no want 
of employment there now. Everybody in 
England who wishes to work is fully employ- 
ed—no short time, no forced idleness. This 
is the truth, and the reason for it is obvious. 
England has free access to all the markets of 
the globe. Even protective taritis cannot ex 
clude her more than temporarily. because 
such tariffs at once raise the cost of produc- 
tion where they exist, and by lowering the 
cost of raw materials in the free trade coun

kenglish commerce in ISS82 was the largest 
ever known in her history. The great mer- 
chants and manufacturers complained that 
but the workers and 
wage-earners did not sufferfromthat. If cap 
italists make three per cent on their’ capital 
instead of ten or twenty per cent, nobody suf 
fers very much. 

Such are the conditions in each country, 
and such are the facts as developed in the past 
two years. Now let us see what progress pub- 
lic opinion has made towarda correct knowl- 
edge of causes, 

In times of transition, party conventions 
rarely, ifever, reflect public opinion accu- 
rately. Itis only after the transition is ended 
that politicians begin to compre- 
hend it; even then they so often fall before it 
as yield to it. 

For the first time our manufacturers begin 
to see that they are the victims of a mistaken 
policy. Through all the depression following 
the panic of 1873 they thought of anything 
and everything but the tariff. Many of them 
now, when they look back at their blindness 
and infatuation, are surprised. 

The workmen themselves, so long deceived, 
are beginning to understand how they are 
affected by heavy taxation on commodities 
Their conventions and discussions show that 
their attention now, for the first time, 
turned tothe real cause of their sufferings. 
This is all that is necessary. No device 
nor invention of the protection- 
ists will again deceivethem. Everything the 
workingman uses is taxed excepting his bread 
and meat, and the same law that taxes him 
practically prohibits him from selling his 
products in the open markets of the world. 

On the whole I think 1 have never seen 
more rapid progress in public opinion on any 
great question, nor have l ever known more 
powerful causes at work to push forward that 
progress, 

Nor has this change been entirely confined 
to private citizens. Some prominent politic- 
ians have seen new light, and many more 
are already ‘‘on the way to Damascus.’’ Who- 
ever reads carefully Senator Bayard’s late 
letter in the World, can see that it announces 
principles that must ultimate in free trade, 
absolute and unqualified. I venture to say 
that one year ago he would hardly 
have published such a _ letter. UCer- 
tainly when I expressed the same opinions in 
my pamphlet last September the majority of 
our newspapers considered them too extreme 
to be so much as discussed. 

How isitin England? A change of opin- 
ion is taking place there that will bea sur- 
prise to many though not to me, for I fully 
expected it. The English people, I mean the 
masses, are not scientific economists. They 
have been in favor of free tradein America 
because they supposed it simply meant an 
open market for their goods. Lately the 
progress of events has presented it to them in 
anew light. They begin to see that free 
trade here means a rival in all the markets of 
the world more formidable than all other 
nations put together. 

A magazine writer in England argues that, 
though free trade is good for England it may 
not be good forthe United States. This sen- 
timent is rep sated in all forms of English 
economical literature. 

In ‘‘Biadstreet’s’’ newspaper of June 231, | 
find a curious letter from London, written by 
a New England protectionists, and headed 
“The Commercial Peace of England and 
America.’’ I extract the following passage 
from it: ‘‘Many intelligent and very obsery- 
ing manufacturers in Great Britian are begin: 
ning to feel that free trade in the United 
States means stagnation tothe trade of British 
producers, and this view is shared now by 
many economists. A very observant Ameri- 
can, who has resided in Europe much of the 
time for ten years, does not hesitate to say 
that the establishment of free _ trade 
in the United States would 
result in war between the countries. White 
this view seems very far from the conditions 
that might be expected, it gains standing 
when it is remembered that all Eogland’s 
wars, for many generations, have been wag2d 
upon commercial grounds.,”’ 

I du not believ@ that England will ever go 
to war with this country if she can reasona- 
bly avoid it; but I do believe that with free 
trade in this country there will be a most gi- 
gantic struggle for industrial and commercial 
supremacy; and I believe that struggle will 
drive England into a condition of feelingand 
temper that will only stop short of war from 
a strong conviction of its futility and folly. 

I would not give the above extract it it 
stood alone, butin fact, itis confirmed by 
much thatI learn from other sources. Nor 
would I perhaps, attach so much importance 
to these indications of public opinion if I had 
not been expecting them as part of a larger 
movement—a necessary stage in the progress 
toward the revolution I predicted, and to the 

arly consummation of which I look forward 
with perfect confidence.

In view of the facts stated, what may we 
reasonably expect to be the course of events 
during the next three or four years, as_ bear- 
ing on the tariff question? 

In the first place I look for continued ex- 
pansion in English trade. There is no gamb 
ling speculation in England at present, and 
much less than the average investment cf 
capital in foreign countries. Her investments 
are largely in raw material, which is exces- 
sively cheap all over the world. Hence her 
limports are large. 

The low price of raw materials is a favora- 
ble circumstance of the first importance to 
manufacturers. To those who sell to semi- 
civilized and barbarous people who know 
nothing about prices current, it is peculiarly 
advantageous. Next year there will be in- 
creased activity and more extensive invest 
ments in foreign countries, which will corres- 
pondingly increase the volume of exports. 
This expansion will continue until a crisis 
takes place, indicating the temporary culmi- 
hation of the movement. As 
have already intimated, these 
are periodical and have their 
originin the law of mental dynamics. The 
next general crisis will originate in Eogland, 
but before itis due I expect tosee our pro- 
tective system wiped out. 

As to the progress of events in this country, 
it is obvious, if | bave stated the true cause of 
the present depression in our protected man- 
ufactures, that there can be no real improve- 
ment until taxation is taken from the back of 
labor; until our manufacturers are permitted 
the same advantages in cheap raw materials 
including iron, of course), which ore enjoyed 
oy other countries, especially the free trade 
countries, England, Holland, Belgium ard 
Sw.tzerland, and thus the markets of the 
worldj ere opened to our people on equa! 
terms with the rest.

These counties were thus taxed for 
the benefit of counties containing important 
railway centers. The state should not tax 
tiem, for they were serving the pe ople and 
were receiving no aid from the state itself. 

Mr. McDonald—'Did this very road not re- 
ceive from the state a million of dollars for 
its construction?”

Mr. DaBignon continued his argument by 
declaring that were this charge made it would 
come from the pockets of the people, for 
every rate would be raised.

He was judge the Middle 
circuit afterwards and while on that bench 
he was respected and honored as few judges 

were. Looking over his long and varied 
career it isimpossible to tinda blot on his 
name, 

Mr. Lofton conc'uded with a beautiful de- 
scription of the mental gifts and moral vir- 
foes which went to make Governor Jolinson 
So great.

In the vicinity of Tillman’scbhurch ort 
street. there was a big row vesterday morning 
in which Oilicer Pate, the Atianta police 
force, and about twenty negro women and 
boys figured prominently. 

Ofticer Pate, who was on duty in the fourth 
ward, was directed by Captain Crim to arrest 
a small negro boy known as Jack Henderson, 
whose home is on Scotield street. Repairing 
to Henderson’s home, the ofticer found the 
boy, and after arresting him started with bis 
charge to the calaboose, but before he had 
traversed a single block the prisoner’s mother 
the officer and Gemanded her son's 
Of Officer Pate paid no 
woman’s demand, 
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rather than request, 
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who was accompanied by a hal 
dozen negro women, all of whom 
surrounde ad the oflicer and demanded the 
boy's release.

negroes and the entire mob made a rush 
upon the oflicer and rescued the prisoner.
